"Tt was out of necessity that Emmaus 
launched a $5,000,000 campaign to provide 
new facilities and renovation of existing 
buildings on the campuses at St. Charles 
and Marthasville,- Missouri," said the 
Chairman of the Corporate Fundraising ef- 
fort, Harold L. Dielmann. 


The $5,000,000 capital campaign will 
provide 4 group homes, two multi-purpose 
buildings and renovation of existing facili- 
ties on the two campuses. Architect Herbert 
Pundmann is now designing a new group home 
for the St. Charles campus, the first new 
facility to be built with capital funds.

FROM THE GEORGIA CHRISTIAN COUNCIL: 


The Georgia farm families crisis will be 
the focus of two clergy conferences on May 
1 and 15, 1986, under the sponsorship of 
the Georgia Christian Council and the Uni- 
versity of Georgia Cooperative Extension 
Service. The conferences will include 
addresses by leading authorities to provide 
the participants with an understanding of 
the farm crisis in Georgia, and the fi- 
nances of farming. 


Workshops will assist clergy: to learn 
from a pastor and parishoner in the exper- 
ience, to help farmers cope with stress, 
to discover helpful skills in farmer 
crisis counseling, to discuss details of 
bankruptcy, and to find helpful resources. 
Participants will be able to select three 
workshops. 


The one-day conference, 9:00 a.m. to 
5:00 p.m., will follow the same basic 5 
format in two locations. May 1, the con- 
ference will be in Tifton, Ga., and May 15, 
it will be in Statesboro, Ga. at the co- 
operative extension Rural Development 
Centers. Two major addresses will follow 
registration. A workshop will precede 
lunch. Two workshops will follow lunch, 
and the conference will conclude as the 
leadership forms a panel for questions 
and answers. 


The planning committee included clergy 
from the Georgia Baptist Convention, 
General Missionary Baptist Convention, 
and member denominations of the Georgia 
Christian Council, which includes the 
Georgia jurisdictions of the African
